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|i  happened  in  World  War  II,  during  the  doomed  epic 
Battle  of  the  Warsaw  Ghetto.  Shmul  Mordeca,  (Artur)  Zygel- 
boim, the  representative  of  the  Jewish  Labor  Bund  s  under- 
ground resistance  movement  to  the  Nans  M  the  Polish  Pa  ha- 
ment-in-Exile,  imposed  upon  himself  a  martyr  s  death.  Volun- 
tarily and  with  complete  awareness,  he  took  h,s  life,  hoping 
by  this  self-sacrifice  to  arouse  the  free  world  against  the  mass 
slaughter  of  the  Jews  by  the  Nazis.  • 

"By  my  death,"  he  wrote  in  his  final  appeal  to  humanity, 
addressed  to  the  President  and  Prime  Minisfer  of  Poland  at 
that  time,  "I  wish  to  express  my  strongest  protest  against  the 
inactivity  with  which  the  world  is  looking  on  and  permitting 
the  extermination  of  the  Jewish  people  .  .  .  Unable  to  help 
save  the  remnants  of  my  martyred  people  while  alive, 
choose  death  in  an  effort  to  arouse  out  of  their  indifference 
those  who  can  save  now— before  it  may  be  too  late— the 
Polish  Jews  still  alive." 

His  self-inflicted  death  in  1943— in  London— was  a  unique 
act  among  the  world's  Jewry— an  act  of  his  eternal  communion 
with  the  heroic  Warsaw  Ghetto  fighters  and  with  the  six  mil- 
lion Jewish  men,  women  and  children  murdered  by  the  Nan 
leaders  and  their  numerous  henchmen. 

The  cremation  of  Artur  Zygelboim  took  place  in  London 
eighteen  years  ago.  The  urn  containing  his  ashes  has  now 
been  brought  to  New  york.  To  New  York— because  the  largest 
Jewish  community  in  the  world  lives  here  in  freedom,  and 
because  we  believe  in  a  Jewish  future  here,  in  the  United  States. 

In  order  to  immortalize  his  name  in  the  City  of  New  York 
and  to  erect  a  monument  to  his  self-sacrifice — a  monument  J 
which  will  honor  all  the  heroes  and  martyrs  of  the  Jewish 
catastrophe— the  Artur  Zyge/boim  Memorial  Committee  fias, 
been  formed.
